unsuccessful attempts to win her regard and 
her firm, yet kind declination to accept a 
man who could tell nothing of his ante- 

nts, was fully told in last Sunday’s 
POST-DISPATCH. On the ist of April, 1891, 
Alniy’s time expired and he was not re- 
engaged. The famliy, who had become 
alarmed at his violent temper, were glad to 
have him go, but tried to send nim away in 
good humor.

Mrs. Warden, you know me, I believe. I 
am Frank Almy, ‘and youhave never known 
me to break my word. Move on or I will 
shoot. Move on, I say!’’ 

The man then raised his left arm and cov- 
ered the aged woman with the army revolver 
that he carried, again threatening the pen- 
alty of delay. 

Not a muscle moved. The mother’s love 
was too strong to be cowed down by stich 
dangers. Thelady with her, however, ran 
up the road as fast as she could 40 tor 200 
yards and then waited, 

This made the mother falter, and when she 
saw Almy walk upto Christie and seize her 
by the arm she felt that she must get aid, 
realizing her inability to protect her children 
from the fiend before them. 

Christie up to this time had (been so over- 
powered by fear that she was scarcely able 
to move, She clung to her sister, who locked 
her in an embrace that was the desperate 
effort of loved ones not to be parted. 

Almy, however, lost no timein carrying 
out his design. He seized Christie by the left 
shoulder, and locking his left arm around 
her neck, he placed thecold muzzle of his 
weapon against the breast of his victim’s 
young defender, and hissed between his 
teeth: 

**I have hated you, Fan, and unless you let 
go of Christie, I will blow you into eternity.’’ 

The young girl knew he meant all he said, 
but thinking only of her sister, she an- 
swered: 

Snoot, then, I will not let her go.“ 

What inspired the murderer not to fire bis 
revolver intothe body of his young oppo. 
nent can only be explained by the fact at 
her feet struck uneven ground at this mo- 
ment and she fell, nearly carrying her sister 
with her. 

This was Almy’s opportunity, and grasp- 
ing Christie around the waist, he dragged 
her to the bars, which he lowered, and pulled 
her over into the woodland beyond. At this 
point the ground was cleared, and save occa: 
sional large rocks, was smooth, When once 
inside, he threw his victim to the ground 
and then grasping her firmly by the feet and 
skirts he began dragging her inland towards 
a brook that was situated about 200 yards 
from the highway. Ashe advanced with his 
burden he kept exclaiming: 

Stand back orl will shoot. 

Almy continued to drag his burden towards 
the ubderbrush, which he presently gained, 
after Christie’s outer clothing had been t- 
erally torn from her body. The thicket 
gained, Almy ended the terror of his victim 
with two bullets in her prostrate body. When 
the sister and the heipthat had been sum- 
moned reached the spot Christie was dead 
and Almy was gone. Smoking revolver in 
hand, he returned to his hiding place in the 
Warden barn and was there looking out be- 
tween tho boards when the lifeless body of 
his victim was being carried into the sorrow- 
stricken home. There he remained in con- 
cealment for more than a month, foraging 
about the country at night for his means of

The Composition of the Party the Same 
as on Sunday Night When Turley Was 
Hanged at Bedford—Trenck Said They 
Were Not Treating Him Fair, But Left

Sermovr, Ind., May 16.—Lou Trenck, who 
murdered Henry Faedler a week ago last 
Sunday, was hangedat Brownstown at 2a. 
m., by a mob from this place. The lynching 
party was composed of the sarae men who 
hanged Turley yesterday morning at Bedford 
for the murder of Conductor Price. 

At midnight an engine and two cabooses, 
which were captured in the same manner as 
those taken Sunday night, were loaded with 
alarger party than that which pulled out 
over the Evansville 4 Richmond road sun -- 
day. This train was on the Ohio & Mississippi 
Railroad. The run to Buewnstown was made 
quickly. Arriving at the place the men had 
to walk a mile to the jail. Thesherif had 
left the jail and the guard had no keys. 

The doors were batted down with sledge 
hammers. It took the men only a few min- 
utes to get Trenck out. He was taken to the 
west side of the Court-house, where he was 
asked if he had anything to say. He replied 
he did not think he was receiving fair treat- 
ment, and begged God to bless his soul. The 
noose was placed over his head and the rope 
was thrown over the limb of a tree and the 
murderer was pulled skywards at 1:20 a. m. 

The crowd returned to this city at 2 o'clock. 
The heavily masked and well armed men 
who participated in the lynching were well 
pleased with their work. The murderers of 
Price and Faedler having been hung the peo- 
ple are satisfied.

Sewall had been 
flitting about the corridors greatly to the ad- 
miration of spectatofs, but she attracted the 
most attention when she advanced tothe

- WASHINGTON, D. C., May 15.—For some 
weeks past reports have been in circulation 
in the Interior Department which have 
brought into serious question the official con- 
duct of W. E. Simonds, late Commissioner of 
Patents. 

Several days ago some of the more promi 
nent firms of patent attorneys in this city 
wrote aletter to Commissioner Seymour, 
stating that they had received information 
from a source believed to be trustworthy 
that certain applications in the celebrated 
telephone case of Daniel Drawbaugh in the 
secret archives of the Patent Office had been 
copied under the authority of Mr. Simonas, 
while Commissioner, by parties outside of 
the Patent Office, all of which was contrary 
to law. They asked that an official investi. 
gation be made and that they be notified of 
the result so they might take such action as 
the interests of their clientg might seem to 
warrant. 

Upon the matter coming to the attention of 
Secretary Smith he immediately ordered an 
investigation, which it is understood, is prac- 
tically completed. It is stated, however, 
that the forthcoming report of the investi- 
gation will contain facts of a character not 
easily explained, — 

It is also rumored that other important a p- 
plications pending in the Patent Office have 
also been copied in violation of law. It is 
further stated that during the latter part of 
Mr. Simond's administration he compiled a 
pamphiet containing ninety-six pages of

This pam 
phiet, which contains approximately 55, 000 
words, is said to have deen type-written by 
Government clerks during office hours.

sMALL-Pox WeUSPECTS, 


Quarantined Passengers From the Steer 
age of Steamers. 


NEW YorK, May 16.—Small-pox suspects 
will crowd Hoffman and Swinburne islands 
to-day. At the latter observation station 
there are already % steerage passengers 
who were exposed to the contagion on the 
steamships Gerra and Lahn, which arrived 
last week. Now Swinburne Island must re- 
ceive the overfiow. 

More than 1,000 persons, the passengers 
and crew of the French steamship Alesia, 


will be transferred to the islands to-day. 
Before sunset there will be 1,500 men and 
women isolated and doomed to spend at least 
fourteen days under observation. 

There was a veritable field day of precau- 
tionary work at Quarantine yesterday. The 
Alesia arrived on Sunday morning from 
Naples. She bad. beem twenty days at sea. 
Her Captain reported one death from heart 
disease and one mild case of smallpox. 

The smallpox patient, Camille Didest!, was 
progressing favorably. Dr. Jenkins at once 
decided on an investigation. In a few hours 
a second case was discovered and the patient 
was remhved at once, This increased the 
necessity for extreme precaution. 

Vaccination was begun on Sunday, but yes- 
terday the bulk of the work was done. he 
Alesia carried 964 steerage passengers and 
forty-two officers and seamen. With few 
exceptions the passengers were vaccinated.

I am certain that serious. trouble will 
follow the enforcement of the law, because I 
understand thoroughly the Chinese nature 
and Chinese methods of revenge. Then, I 
have something else to judge by in regard to 
tals question in the shape of a letter from D. 
R. Martin, President of the Imperial College 
of Pekin. In this letter Dr. Martin says that 
he called not long ago upon Li Hung Chang, 
the Chinese Prime Minister, and asked him 
the very questions you are now asking me,

WHAT WILL CHINA DO? 


A Frotest Against the Policy Pursued by 
the United States. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., May 16.—What China 
in do in the way of retaliation for the 
course purgued by this country toward the 
Chinese in the United States is a matter of 
much speculation here.

Mr. Roach is 
Secretary to Mr. John Sculiin of the Union 
Depot Line, and itis said acted for himina 
number of successful real estate enterprises 
which grew out of tie ropose ex- 
tension of the Scullin lines down Virginia 
avenue through Carondelet, he property 
secured by the syndicate will subdivide into 
20,000 front feet. It is south of the Gould 
tract recently purchased by a syndicate, 
and, wuniike it, has no ponds or 
Sinkholes on it. The syndicate who pur- 
chased the Gould property paid $150,000 for it, 


and the Goulds required that the purchase 


money should be all cash. The history of 
Mr. Gould’s purchase of this property 
{lilustrates remarkably well how everything 
Jay Gould touched turned to money for him, 
When he was bullding the Oak Hill road, in 
orderthat he might get his through trains 
over the Iron Mountain Railroad into Union 
Depot without climbing the Popiar street 
grade any unnecessary switching, be con- 
ceived the idea of building a model railroad 
city like Pullman.
